Lynch rules disclosure law constitutional 


SAN FRANCISCO (U PI) - Attorney 
General Thomas C. Lynch has ruled the 
Financial Disclosure Law in California 
is constitutional and has clarified its 
requirements. 
-A ll elected state and public officials 
and certain high-ranking, policy-control­ 
ling, appointed state and local officials 
and employes in each branch of govern­ 
ment: executive, legislative and judicial 
must disclose financial interests which 
exceed $10,000 in value, Lynch said Wed­ 
nesday. 
The opinion was prepared at the re­ 
quest 
of numerous officers and legal 
counsel throughout the state, who asked 
if the law was constitutional, who must 
file and what information must be dis­ 
closed. 
The statements must be filed annually 
prior to April 15 and show for public 
record “ the nature and extent of each 


investment in real property, corporate 
stock or financial interest in a business 
entity or trust,” the opinion said. 
In addition, the same type statement 
is required from “ each candidate . . . 
for state or local public office, within 
10 days after he files his declaration of 
candidacy or declaration of acceptance.” 


The attorney general said the law, 
passed at the last session, was consti­ 
tutionally valid, was not vague and did 
not violate any right against selfincrim ­ 
ination. 
The law makes it a misdemeanor to 
violate its provisions, but a felony if 
the person violates it “ with knowledge 
of the unlawfulness of such act or omis­ 
sion.” The opinion called this language 
“ unusual” but constitutional. 


State officials, judges of the super­ 
ior court and all officers who receive 


votes from more than one county must 
file with the secretary of state. Those 
running for office wholly within one coun­ 
ty file with the county clerk. 


Exempt from filing were only those 
members of a commission or board hav­ 
ing functions which are purely advisory 
in nature.” 
“ Thus, purely by way of illustration, 
and also to answer specific questions sub­ 
mitted to us, we believe that financial 
disclosure statements must be filed by 
by the trustees of the California State 
colleges, members of the judiciary at all 
levels from the Supreme Court to jus­ 
tices of the peace, the administrative 
director of the courts, the clerk of the 
Supreme Court and of the court of appeal 
in each appellate district, the board of 
governor of the State Bar, a State Bar 
member of the Judical Council who neith­ 


er is a legislator nor a member of the 
State board of governors, members of en­ 
tities created under joint exercise of 
powers legislation such as the Los An­ 
geles Memorial Coliseum Commission, 
officers of a nonprofit corporation form­ 
ed to operate a county agricultural fair 
as agent of the board of supervisors, 
and the board of directors of the Cali­ 
fornia Museum of Science and Industry,” 
the opinion said. 


“ State and local appointive or civil 
service employes may or may not have to 
file depending upon their position in the 
particular structure of the public entity,” 
the opinion said. “ The Legislature appar­ 
ently intended to include among the per­ 
sons who must file individuals who be­ 
cause of their particular job have re­ 
sponsibility and authority for carrying 
out the policy of the organization.”

to get tax relief 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) 
- Gov. Ronald 
Reagan’s tax revision plan is designed 
to provide some relief for every home­ 
owner. 
Although in a few areas the property 
taxes paid for support of schools or 
welfare may increase, the overall pro­ 
gram provides for a general property 
tax decrease. 
The decrease is possible because the 
present $750 property tax exemption has 
been raised to $1,000. Then the assess- 
value, after th«3 $1,000 exemption <s 
figured, is decreased by 20 per cent. 
To equalize the school aid distri* ts 
statewide, counties w ill collect '2.0S|>er 
$100 assessed value from each property 
tax bill and turn it over to the state. 
The funds w ill be redistributed by the 
state to school districts on the basis of 
the number of students. 
It is the first time a property tax 
has been collet ted statewide. 
Reagan said the plan will give al>out 
80 per cent of the state’s 1,144 school 
districts additional fands and 20 per cent 
less aid. 


Under the plan, the owner of a $20,- 
000 home assessed at $5,000 in the 
Antioch school district, for instance, 
would realize a savings of $111.50. 
The owner of a $40,000 home in La>- 
guna Beach would receive a $159 tax 
savings if the assessment was $10,000. 


The Antioch school district tax rate, 
under Reagan’s plan, would increase 11 
cents per $100 assessed valuation but 
the entire Contra Costa County welfare 
tax rate would drop 22 cents fo r an over­ 
all reduction of 11 cents. 
The homeowner, in figuring his taxes, 
would deduct the new $1,000 exemption 
from his $5,000 assessment. That would 
leave $4,000. 
From the $4,000 he would deduct 20 
per cent $800 leaving an assessment of 
$3,200. The difference between his orig­ 
inal assessment of $5,000 and the re­ 
duced figure of $3,200 is $1,800. 
The homeowner would pay taxes on the 
>3,200 instead of the original $5,000 as­ 
sessment.

became the 
first Republican senator to declare his 
opposition to Carswell’s confirmation. 


Goodeil announced 
in a statement he 
would 
vote 
against President Nixon’s 
nominee because as a federal 
judge, 
Carswell “ lias 
demonstrated 
a basic 
insensitivity 
to 
fundamental 
civil 
liberties issues, which are essential to 
our 
survival 
as one indivisible na­ 
tion.” 
Goodeil, who also voted against con­ 
firming 
Nixon’s 
peviously 
unsuc­ 
cessful 
nominee, 
Judge Clement 
F. 
Haynsworth, said: 
“ I 
oppose Judge Carswell because 


as a 
member of the federal judiciary, 
he has failed to heed and to promote the 
civil 
rights revolution of the past de­ 
cade.” 
The New York Republican also ques­ 
tioned whether the nominee had changed 
the “ white 
supremacy” views 
Cars­ 
well expressed 
in a Georgia political 
campaign 
22 years ago. The Florida 
Federal 
Appeals Court judge has said 
the statement is now abhorrent to him.

homeowner first would have to deduct 
the $750 exemption he now receives from 
the $1,800. That would leave $1,050. 


With a tax rate of $10 per $100 as­ 
sessed valuation, the savings would be 
$105. When the $105 is added to the $6.50 
savings from the changes in the school 
and welfare rates the total tax reduction 
is $111.50. 
The savings on the $40,000 home in 
Laguna Beach would be figured the same 
way except that the Orange County school 
and welfare rates would be different 
than those for Contra Costa County. 


Under the governor's plan the Laguna 
Beach school district property tax rate 
would go up 72 cents and the Orange 
County 
welfare rate would drop eight 
cents. The difference is a 64-cent in­ 
crease. 
But when the 64-cent rate increase is 
combined with the homeowners exemp­ 
tion and 20 per cent assessment reduc­ 
tion, the savings totals $159 on a $40,- 
000 home.

Accidental bomb drop 
injures two in Thailand 


BANGKOK (U PI) - A U.S. B52 bomb­ 
er en route to a Vietnam War strike ac­ 
cidentally dropped its 30-ton 
bombload 
over Thailand, wounding two women and 
damaging three houses, the American 
embassy said today. 
The announcement said the bombs fell 
Monday on a sparsely populated region 
250 
miles northeast of Bangkok 
“ due 
to either 
an 
electrical or mechanical 
malfunctioning” in the eight-engine plane. 


It was not due to any error on the part 
of the crew of the aircraft,” the embassy 
said. 
Neither of the wounded women was be­ 
lieved 
seriously hurt. 
Both were taken 
to a U.S. 
military 
hospital, one with 
lacerations, 
the 
other 
with 
shrapnel 
wounds in her legs. 
A total of 108 bombs — 24 750-pound- 
ers 
and 
84 
500 - pounders —fell from 
the bomber in what was believed the first 
such incident of its kind involving Viet­ 
nam War - connected 
Stratofortresses. 
The 
bomber had taken off from U-Tapao 
air base in southern Thailand and, judg­ 
ing from its flight path and location of the

WASHINGTON UPI - The son of slain 
United Mine Workers official Joseph A. 
“ Jock” Yablonski charged today that 
UMW president W. A. “ Tony” Boyle 
used an “ economic stranglehold” over 
the union's 90,000 pensioners to win 
re-election last year. 


Joseph A. 
“ Chip” Yablonski made 
the charge at the opening of a Senate 
Labor Committee investigation into the 


bitterly contested UMW election and the 
Labor Department’s refusal to inter­ 
cede despite Yablonski’s charges of in­ 
timidation by the Boyle forces. 


The elder Yablonski, who sought to 
unseat Boyle in the election, had made 
the same charge before he, his wife 
and daughter were murdered at their 
home in Clarksville, 
Pa., last New 
Year’s Eve. 
Yablonski’s other son, 


Kenneth, a lawyer in Washington, Pa., 
found the bodies five days later. 
Chip Yablonski, until recently a law­ 
yer for the National Labor Relations 
Board, told Sen. Harrison A. William s 
Jr., D-N. J. that a UMW rule requir­ 
ing 
retired miners to remain as dues- 
paying union members in order to col­ 
lect pensions was used by Boyle to con­ 
trol the big bloc of pensioner votes in 
the election.

Command in Saigon 
has reported off-target bombings by the 
B52s 
in Vietnam 
in 
which civilians 
were killed but the Stratoforts generally 
can be predictably 
precise 
in their 
raids.

SAIGON (U PI) 
The U.S. Command 
announced today American jet fighters 
had attacked North Vietnamese antiair­ 
craft and missile sites for the second 
time in six days. 
The announcement came as Hanoi 
warned the United States at the Paris 
peace talks of “ serious consequences” 
if it keeps up its air strikes against 
North Vietnamese territory. 
Allied ground troops meantime join­ 
ed the Communists in a Tet lunar new 
year ceasefire. The first hours of the 
truce were marred by the downing of a 
U.S. helicopter, a terrorist bombing and 


the deaths of three American Marines. 
A U.S. m ilitary spokesman said the latest 
bombings of North Vietnam occured Mon­ 
day afternoon in the Ban Karai pass re­ 
gion of Be Quang province. It was the 
42nd time American plans have struck 
North

targets 
since the 
bombing halt 15 months ago, informed 
U.S. sources said. 
Spokesmen said two unarmed U.S. Air 
Force RF4C reconnaissance jets were 
on a routine mission over North Viet- 
nam near the Laotian border when they 
came under intense antiaircraft fire.

Schmitz are among 10 Republi­ 
can senators, mostly conserva­ 
tives, 
who last June wrote 
Reagan, “We would be unable 
to vote for a tax reform bill 
which contains a mandatory 
withholding provision.”

1. Under the plan, a family of 
four, for example, would get 
minimum of $1,600. As the 
family’s income went up, the 
federal 
payment 
gradually 
would be reduced. At $3,920 it 
would disappear.

Police removed a large box 
of explosives, a carbine and 
some ammunition from Berns’ 
home.

street said Berns “ knew about 
explosives.”

A psychiatrist who had been 
treating Berns, 21, a former 
mental patient, said he had a

Cleveland 
loses 
police chief 


CLEVELAND (UPI) - Wil­ 
liam P. Ellenburg lasted 10 
days 
as 
Cleveland’s police 
chief. 
He says his new, full-time job 
will be denying charges he 
accepted payoffs from mob­ 
sters during a spotless, 26-year 
career on the Detroit police 
force. 
The tall, career officer with 
the commanding presence al­ 
ready 
has 
filed law suits 
against the Detroit Free Press, 
which published the allegations, 
and against former Teamsters 
Union a t t o r n e y Lawrence 
Burns, who made them. 
Ellenburg, 50, categorically 
denied the charges but said he 
realized they “ would seriously 
impair my effectiveness.” His 
record in Detroit was marked 
by 
swift 
advancement, 
no 
demerits and eight citations. 
Burns, a self-confessed er­ 
rand boy for the Mafia, accused 
Ellenburg of accepting $1,000 a 
month to protect a Mafia-run 
abortion clinic. Burns is facing 
indictment for failure to file 
income tax returns from 1964- 
66 and has paid a $1,500 fine 
on a similar charge for other 
years. 
Mayor Carl B. Stokes, who 
accepted Ellenburg’s resigna­ 
tion “with regret” Wednesday, 
said “ I was unable to find one 
single, 
identifiable shred of 
evidence.” 
Stokes has described Burns 
as an alcoholic and a heavy 
user 
of 
drugs. 
He 
said 
Ellenburg told him he could 
disprove the charges but it 
would take too much “ time and 
effort.” 
The 
Free 
Press, 
which 
printed Burns’ accusations in a 
copyrighted story, said it did so 
only after he passed two lie 
detector tests. Ellenburg, on

advice of his attorney, 
refused to take one. 
Ellenburg, who took over as 
chief 10 days ago, said he hoped 
to return to law enforcement 
work.

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Smog-free 
car prize 
proposal 


SACRAMENTO 
(UPI)-Sen. 
Nicholas C. Petris would give a 
$25 million prize to the inventor 
of the first practical smog-free 
car while also authorizing gas 
tax revenue for rapid transit. 
Petris, D-Oakland, submitted 
legislation Wednesday to ac­ 
complish both tasks. It would 
take 
voter approval of two 
constitutional amendments to 
do it. 
Petris said the electric car 
now is not practical and would 
not qualify for the prize. He 
said the inventor must design a 
low-cost mass-produced vehicle 
that emits no smog. 
“ The exhaust gases from the 
automobile and the evaporative 
emissions from the oil sump, 
gas tank and carburetor are 
responsible for a rapid and 
deadly accumulation of poisons 
which will quickly render our 
whole environment uninhabita­ 
ble,” he said. 
The lawmaker, who last year 
sponsored the bill to ban the 
internal combustion engine that 
cleared the Senate but died in 
the Assembly, said a smog-free 
car combined with rapid transit 
systems 
could 
reverse the 
environment pollution. 
His measures would also set 
up a special research fund for 
development of rapid transit 
system. 
Money for the $25 
million prize 
and the fund 
would come from the gasoline 
tax. 
Petris also submitted a bill to 
give owners of smog-free cars a 
tax break. They would not have 
to pay a sales or motor vehicle 
tax, 
vehicle 
registration or 
vehicle license fees or bridge 
tolls. 
“ With this approach, I feel 
that 
we 
are 
creating 
the 
necessary economic climate for 
a private effort by our citizens 
to 
help 
solve 
the 
smog 
problem,” he said.

It all began at the University of Colo­ 
rado in Boulder in 1967. Diane had just 
earned her bachelor of arts degree in 
political 
science and was undecided on 
her course of action. She had 
consid­ 
ered working for the civil 
service in 
Washington, 
D.C., 
but 
squirmed at 
the idea of an eight-to-five desk job. 
“ I 
was 
filling out every job applica­ 
tion form I could find,” she said. 
“ I’ve always been 
restless, always 
loved to travel. So when the Peace Corps 
set up recruitment on campus, I filled 
out a form on impulse. You can imagine 
n y surprise when I was accepted!” 
A three-montn intensive cultural and 
inguage course for her group followed 
i Hawaii before the final leg of the jour­ 
ney to Western Samoa. 


Arriving at her destination in the 
village of Leau Va’a 
on the island of 
Upolu, Diane moved in with her Samoa 
family. “ They were modern by Samoan 
standards. Their ‘house’ was a com­ 
plex 
of two oblong Samoa thatched 
houses with the open sides, and a Euro­ 
pean type 
house in between, where I 
slept.” Due to their social system of 
collective families of relatives living 
together, there is little privacy, re­ 
membered Diane. Everything is shared. 
Few have cars. 


“ But I loved their hospitality. Be­ 
cause there are no phones, people can’t 
call in advance of their visit, so they 
are welcomed, wined and dined in the 
most lavish manner, while all other ac­ 
tivity is temporarily abandoned.” 


She continued, “ While these people 
may not be rich by our standards, they 
are not poverty-stricken either. Every 
family has just enough land to support 
itself, 
usually a banana plantation. My 
Samoan family had 2% acres.” 


“ Most of the time our meals consist­ 
ed of boiled green 
bananas, 
taro, 
breadfruit, 
soup 
with meat, 
fresh 
fish, 
octopus, 
coconut cream. Pits 
and chicke? ’ 
were special foods, re­ 
served for feasts, 
ceremonies and 
weddings.” 


Diane had ample opportunity to wit­ 
ness 
feasts 
first-hand. During her 
first year in the village one of her 
"sisters” was married. "It was suppos­ 
ed to be a European style wedding, but 
it was a curious mixture of native and 
modern. There was a youth band and a 
parade to the church where old hymns 
were played at the Catholic service. 
Afterwards, 
six taxicabs 
were hired 
to take special members of the wedding 
party to the groom’s home, where a feast 
of taro, 
pigs, chickens and three dif- 
fe rent wedding cakes awaited the guests. 
During this time, the bride 
changed 
clothes up to five times. There was danc­ 
ing Samoan style. 
Then it was time 
for the bride’s family to host a similar 
celebration in town.” 


Diane once received the honor of be­ 
ing asked to dance Samoan style at a 
kava ceremony for the bestowal ofchief- 
tian titles. 
She explained that tradi­ 
tionally, only a chieftain’s daughter or fe­ 
male relative may participate. 


As with the ceremony of life, there 
was also the ritual of death. Diane’s 
Samoan mother died of an apparent heart 
attack. 
The body lay in state through­ 
out the day and night on a mattress and 
mats 
of wood bark, straw and dried 
foliage, as the Catholic lay priest per­ 
formed continual 
prayers. During the 
wake, mats, food and money were pre­ 
sented the bereaved family by friends 
and other relatives.

three great chiefs played leading roles. 
Their 
descendants 
under the same 
names are among the more prominent 
political leaders today. 
Though 
Diane Leary gave a bit of 
the United States to this fledgling na­ 
tion, she also learned and came to ap­ 
preciate the culture of Western Samoa. 
Now she is eagerly 
awaiting her next 
assignment, 
hopefully in Eastern Eur­ 
ope, the Far East or Asia.

member of the Houston Astros 
voiced his disappointment with 
American amateur sports offi­ 
cialdom. Specifically, he said 
the leaders of U.S. sports organ­ 
izations had failed to exert 
pressure on South Africa to 
change discriminatory policies 
against black athletes-its own 
as well as those from other 
countries. 
The officials, explained Boiw 
ton, 
were a generation gap 
behind American athletes of 
both colors, who overwhelming­ 
ly would support tough mea­ 
sures against South Africa. 
Bouton was the last witness 
at 
a 
hearing of the House 
foreign affairs subcommittee on 
Africa, which is looking into 
South Africa’s recent denial of 
a visa to Arthur Ashe. 
Ashe 
had testified in the 
morning about his experience, 
contending 
that 
contrary 
to 
anything claimed by the South 
African government, he was 
barred from playing in next 
March’s South African tennis 
open solely because of his race. 
Asked 
whether the United 


States should retaliate in kind 
and bar athletes such as South 
African golf pro Gary Player 
from competing in the United 
States, Ashe replied: 
"My gut reaction, being a 
black American, is that we 
should keep all of them out.” 
But he said that when he 
thought about it, he didn’t think 
two wrongs made a right nor 
would “ we stoop so low” as 
South Africa. Instead, he went 
on, the United States should do 
all it could to bring about a 
change. And that meant more 
than issuing statem ents.

A voice over the in ter­ 
com breathed that the “ load­ 
ing of flight 811 for Honolulu, 
etc . had been postponed until 
8:15” and then twice again on 
delays “ due to m aintenance.” 
Finally we w ere cleared and the 
usual rush to get seated ensued. 
Why people rush, we w ill never 
know, as all se a ts a re reserv ed . 
No doubt it is human nature 
and 
a fear of being left be­ 
hind. 
S eats w ere six ab reast with 
a narrow aisle so one is now 
forced to sit in discom fort with 
the typew riter under one seat 
and a 
hand bag under the oth­ 
e r . 
. . 
a m ost uncom forti* 
ble set up for a five-hour trip . 
We w ere fortunate to have a 
pleasant neighbor take the third 
s e a t. A fter being fed a m eal of 
C ornish 
Hen we reached the 
som ulent stage that only repea­ 
ted drinks of cham pagne (on the 
airlin e) m anaged to hold our 
m orale until arriv in g at Mono 
lulu soon after m idnight. Aft­ 
e r a 30-m inute stay we w ere on 
the 
way to Nadi (pronounced 
Nandi), 
the 
a irp o rt for F iji. 
A fter six m ore hours of solid 
discom fort, 
we 
disem barked 
and proceeded to wait two m ore 
hours 
for the little Fiji plane 
to M ausauri, the Suva airp o rt. 
Every evil eventually ends 
and we found our hotel taxi wait­ 
ing for us, landing up at our 
m otel on the o u tsk irts of Suva 
w here we w ere m et by the hos­ 
te s s and co-ow ner. An old friend 
from previous v isits, she had 
our room ready and we tum bled 
into bed to sleep until dinner 
tim e. 
It was raining when we ar­ 
rived. T here a re two seaso n s in 
F iji: rainy and wet. We think 
we stru ck the wet as every 
afternoon the clouds open and 
let loose. But who ca res, as 
it soon d rie s before the next 
holocast of w ater. 
Suva is changing rapidly. We 
a re glad we have seen it at 
what 
we think was its best. 
The old tropical sm ell of un­ 
w ashed bodies, cheap perftim e 
and garbage has given way to 
an odor of gasoline and ca r­ 
bon m onoxide. P erso n ally , we 
p re fe r the first. 
We have been engaged in a 
struggle with the local trav el 
agency over our journey to New 
H ebrides. It seem s the p arty 
who sta rte d 
our file went on 
vacation. From then all becam e 
organized confusion. However, 
we hope to eventually straig h t­ 
en out the effusive Chinam an 
who has taken over. He is so 
polite we hate to cram p his 
sty le but we m ust go. He and 
the re st of his office have two 
sp eed s: dead 
slow and stop. 
At present all is stopped. It is 
s ie s ta tim e, a period when all 
activity ce ases. We a re told 
that people do not even die in 
the s ie sta hour since it is such 
a sacred institution. We thor­ 
oughly go along with this p re ­ 
cept.

We have com e ac ro ss too many 
people who are in Suva for a 
few days that set them selves up 
as authorities on local p olitics. 
They m ake th eir view s pub­ 
lic, draw ing a poor p ictu re of 
what goes on. We cam e acro ss 
one case of an account of La- 
touka being one tim e the capital 
of Fiji — a big joke on foreign 
correspondents. 
We have m et people high in 
governm ental c irc le s and are 
always careful to re fra in from 
com m ent 
on 
p o litics. 
They 
would much rath er h ear of som e 
of the things that a re not as 
well known as at hom e. T his, 
we have found, is the b est way 
to keep our friendship, which 
is of far m ore value than try­ 
ing to ram down an unwilling 
throat whal we think should be 
done. 
While h ere we have had the 
opportunity to renew acquaint­ 
ances with a fellow fishing col­ 
um nist, Rob W right, who has 
w ritten a book entitled “ Hooks, 
L ines and S n o rk els.” It is a 
m a sterp iece on m arin e life in 
the P acific. Having read it, we 
feel a copy is a m ust for any 
lib ra ry in our country as it is 
a com plete text on all types of 
diving.

Inc. W hat it is, sim ply, is a 
system w hereby black con­ 
su m ers will be able to p u r­ 
ch ase things m ade, d istrib ­ 
uted or endorsed by B P I— 
and, on each item they buy, 
they will find a coupon to 
cut out w hich u ltim ately will 
bring them sh ares of stock 
in B PI. 
“ The p e o p l e who knock 
our g o als,” G ilchrist say s,

(N EA )—Catching the flu is 
not everyone’s idea of the 
way to spend a honeymoon. 
Y et 
there 
is 
no 
lack 
of 
honeymoon couples 
among 
the human guinea pigs who 
pass through the Common 
Cold Research Center here. 


Influenza is being tackled 
by scientists elsewhere—no­ 
tably in Atlanta, Chicago and 
at the Bethesda naval hos­ 
pital 
in 
Washington, 
D C . 
But only here in Salisbury 
are humans being used ex­ 
tensively as subjects for this 
type of research. 


O v e r 
10,000 
volunteers 


have been inoculated with 
common cold or with flu 
viruses since the Salisbury 
center first opened its doors. 
N o n e 
apparently 
is 
any 
worse off for the experience. 


Volunteers who catch cold 
or flu for the sake of science 
include students, who come 
here 
to 
study 
for 
exam s 
while they sniffle and sneeze. 
Middle-aged mothers come 
here to get away from their 
fam ilies and the cooking and 
washing up. The center is 
also popular w i t h hippies 
who don’t mind a few germs 
in exchange for a free pad. 
All 
volunteers 
get 
their 
fares to and from Salisbury 
paid, plus free board and 
lodging, a daily free beer 
ration and 60 cents a day 


pocket money. The dose of 
flu virus, which they receive 
by m eans of droplets up the 
nose, is usually a mild one. 
resulting in a slight head­ 
ache and a sniffle at the 
most. They are invariably 
cured by the tim e their 10- 
day stay is up. 
The 
Common 
Cold 
R e ­ 
search 
Center 
has 
strong 
Am erican ties, for it was 
given to the British nation 
by Harvard University. Back 
in 1940 the H arvard Medical 
School chose Britain, then 
in the throes of the Blitz, as 
the most likely spot for an 
epidemic of respiratory in­ 
fections. 
A m erica’s entry into the 
war 
in 
1941, 
h o w e v e r , 
changed the whole picture. 


and soon the Salisbury cen ­ 
ter was caring for sick and 
wounded GIs. At the end of 
the war H arvard gave the 
center, com plete from 
m i­ 
croscopes to 10-ton trucks, to 
the British nation. 


“ People ask us what w e’ve 
accomplished after 23 years 
of research ,” says Dr. Tom 
Hall, the m edical superin­ 
tendent. “ Admittedly many 
of our results are negative 
ones, but we know a lot more 
about the common cold than 
when we first started out. 


“ In 
t h e 
beginning 
we 
thought that only one virus 
was responsible for colds. 
Now we know that there are 
five different fam ilies of cold 
virus, each as different from 


the other as cows from birds. 
These, in turn, have been 
broken down into 60 
sub­ 
species.” 


The Salisbury center has 
been considerably hampered 
in its efforts by the fact that 
men and chim panzees are 
the only anim als that can be 
infected with the common 
cold. 
“ Inasm uch as chim ­ 
panzees are costly and rare, 
the choice is limited to man 
for experim ental purposes,’’ 
Dr. Hall notes. 
Volunteers 
no longer go 
through the ordeal of stand­ 
ing in windy corridors clad 
only in bikini swimsuits, as 
they once did, to see if they 
would catch cold. Nor are 
they encouraged to go for 


walks in the rain wearing 
wet socks. 
“ We now know that windy 
corridors and wet socks do 
not give you a cold, other 
things being equal,” Dr. Hall 
explains. 
One of the volunteers I 
talked to is Cheung Chung, 
23, a psychiatric nurse from 
Hong Kong, who has never 
had 
ihe 
Hong 
Kong 
flu. 
Cheung cam e to Salisbury 
for solitude, but he didn’t 
get it. Instead, he found him ­ 
self sharing a hut with two 
boisterous m edical students, 
who played scrabble until 2 
a.m . every morning. Cheung 
was the only one I spoke to 
who seemed less than enthu­ 
siastic about coming back to 
Salisbury.

WASHINGTON (UPI) -Hey, 
did you hear about this great 
discovery made by a couple of 
Agriculture Department ento­ 
mologists? 
Well, they have learned to 
produce synthetically the che­ 
mical sex attractant found in 
female European corn borers. 
This by itself is no big deal, 
of course. In its quest for new 
methods of pest control, the 
department previously isolated, 
identified and duplicated the 
natural sex lure of a number of 
other insects, including the pink 
bollworm, black carpet beetle, 
cabbage 
looper, 
gypsy moth 
and sugarbeet wireworm. 
By producing the stuff in the 
laboratory, 
the 
department 
figured it could entice large 
numbers of male insects into 
traps, and thus decimate the 
population. But the plan hasn't 
worked out very well. 
And there is no reason to 
suppose it would work with 
corn borers either. 
With corn borers, however, 
the department is considering a 
different approach. Rather than 
trapping 
the 
males, 
it 
is 
thinking in terms of causing 
them to become jaded. 
A fellow who works in a 
perfume factory is not likely to 
be turned on by a whiff of 
Chanel No. 5, right? Okay. This 
same principle would be applied 
to corn borers. 
The idea would be to spray a 
corn field with an excessive 
amount of the synthetic attrao 
tant and let nature take its 
course. 
"Extended exposure of male 
moths 
to 
an 
atmosphere 


permeated with the lure might 
dull their senses, so that they 
would not respond to either the 
synthetic 
or 
the 
females’ 
natural lu re," the department 
speculated in a press release. 
It 
ferther 
theorized 
that 
“ distribution of the lure in 
fields might also disorient the 
males, 
causing them to die 
before finding m ates."

experts agree. We have got to 
mine our trash. It may well be 
the future’s richest source of 
wealth. 
The world is running short of 
the basic raw materials of our 
technological civilization. We 
have 
used 
these 
materials 
profligately. 
Then 
we 
have 
thrown them away-in junk or 
garbage. 


How to get them back and 
use them again is a problem 
man must solve. 


Nature concentrated 
these 
essential 
materials here and 
there in the earth’s crust over 
geological periods of hundreds 
of millions of years. Clever 
man found them fairly easy to 
discover and exploit. 


In a matter of generation he 
has managed to turn nature’s 
bounty into scarcity. 


Materials once used by man 
became dispersed. They were 
no longer available in concen­ 
trated and handily recoverable 
form —in mines, lodes, or wells. 
They were lost forever. 


Forever? Perhaps not. They 
still exist. In the junk piles and 
trash heaps of civilization. Can 
they be recovered and made to 
serve mankind again? 


The great nations of earth 
are engaged in a cooperative 
effort to harness the H-bomb’s 
nuclear fusion reactions for 
man’s peaceful purpose. Fuel 
for 
fusion 
power 
exists in 
practically inexhaustible quanti* 
ties as heavy hydrogen in the 
world’s waters. 


If fusion power ever comes to 
pass, it will generate tempera­ 
tures so high as to be almost 
incredible by current earthly 
standards-in the hundreds of 
millions of degrees. 


Such a “ fusion torch” would 
be 
able almost instantly to 
break down anything into its 
original elements “ for reuse by 
industry,” 
according 
to the 
Atomic Energy Commission. 
With such a torch it would be 


possible 
and 
practicable 
to 
convert the world’s junk and 
garbage into priceless resour­ 
ces. 
Unhappily, though 
“ signifi­ 
cant 
advances” 
have 
been 
made, it still looks as though it 
will be decades before fusion 
power becomes man’s servant. 
So what can be done now to 


get some further good out of at

Quite a lot, according to the 
Department of Health, Educa­ 
tion and Welfare. With the help 
of grants from HEW’s Environ­ 
mental Control Administration: 
—The University of Illinois is 


generating methane gas for fuel 
and lighting from wastefood, 
paper, garden trimmings and 
farm refuse. 
-Louisiana State University 
is trying to turn cellulose waste 
—such 
as 
sugar cane from 
which 
the 
juice 
has 
been 
squeezed—into low cost, high 
protein food. 


—Drexel Institute of Techno­ 
logy 
is 
converting 
anioal 
wastes, after drying them with 
superheated steam, into animal 
feed, fertilizer and fuel- 
—In 
Lynn, 
Mass., 
city 
officials 
and 
the 
General 
Electric Co. are working to 
process municipal refuse into 
fuel for generating steam. 


It is a race against time. Of 
100 minerals most important to 
its industries, this country for

sufficient supplies in its own

only about a 
dozen

we have to mine our 
garbage, trash, and junk.

HOLLYWOOD (UPI) - A1 
Capp, who is famous nowadays 
not only as the creator of “ L i’l 
Abner” —but also as a blunt 
talker about young people’s 
actions-will be the subject of 
an hour NBC-Tv special March 
1. 
The droll, outrageously funny 
cartoonist, who makes a very 
lively video guest, is currently 
a hot item 
on the college 
lecture circuit because of his 
deadly barbs puncturing the 
myth of youth’s infallibility. 
And so the “ NBC Experiment 
in Television’ series decided he 
would be worth looking into. He 
certainly is. He has more horse 
sense 
than 3,000 sociology 
professors. The show about him 
will be called “ This is A1 
Capp,” and will be produced 
and directed by Guy Fraumeni 
and Ernest Pintoff, who did a 
splendid 
hour 
on 
Marshall 
McLuhan for the same series in 
1967. 
Among the quotes by Capp 
that NBC-Tv has included in its 
announcement of the program 
is this one: “ A Harvard student 
who beats up the dean is just 
as bad as a mugger. In a poor 
neighborhood he is sent to jail. 
At 
Harvard he 
is 
sent to 
graduate school.” It’s a very 
representative quote. As is this: 
“ When you go to a depart­ 
ment store you don’t beat up 
the clerk if you don’t like the 
merchandise. You go to another 
store.” 
And this: “ When you encou­ 
rage mobs, the mobs destroy. 
There is no such thing as a 
controlled mob.” 
NBC-Tv notes that Capp’s 
remarks have angered liberals 
and delighted conservatives. I 
think that’s a rather limited 
and dated way of looking at 
things. Certain things touch a 
chord 
very 
different 
from 
politics. 
Common sense 
is 
common sense, whether one is 
a liberal or conservative. 
And nonsense is nonsense— 
whether it is absurdly buying 
the whole youth movement, or 
just 
as 
absurdly 
banning 
celebrities from speaking up for 
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the peace movement, or any 
movement (including pro-war), 
on 
network 
television 
talk 
programs. The common enemy 
is nonsense, no matter where 
from, or with what intention.

unique special -a 90-minute 
documentary dealing with men­ 
tal illness among adolescents, 
produced by Lucy Jarvis and 
directed by Tom Priestley, both 
notable talents. Title: “ Cry 
Help!: An NBC White Paper on 
Mentally Disturbed Youth.” 
Most of the broadcast will 
take place in California’s Napa 
Valley, where a state mental 
hospital has a special treatment 
program. About 25 teen-agers 
are getting treatment there. 
Says Mrs. Jarvis: “ There are 
six million cases (of mental 
illness) between the ages of 16 
and 24 in the U.S., and less 
than 
10 per 
cent of them 
receive adequate care, if at 
all.” 
She adds that public hospitals 
concentrate on adults or very 
young persons, and that adole.^ 
cents are forgotten.

Designer John Weitz was one 
of the dissenters. “ They are 
tasteless and wrong and out of 
context for today’s times,” he 
said. “ They are out of context 
with the Wliite House image.

the nation’s young are tak­ 
ing an increasingly active— 
sometimes disruptive — in­ 
terest and role in traditional 
political processes. 


Because for many young 
activists the effort must stop 
short of the ballot box, the 
question of a lower voting 
age has never been more 
significant. 


Gilbert Y o u t h Research 
polled this politically hyper­ 
active generation on its own 
views and found an over­ 
whelming majority—69 per 
cent—of the 14- to 25-year- 
old interviewees in favor of 
voting at 18. 


High school students were 
most emphatic, with 71 per 
cent in favor of a lower vot­ 
ing age compared with 64 
per cent of the college stu­ 
dents. 


Interest 
in 
the 
eastern 
states was stronger than in 
the other regions with 81 per 
cent approval of a lower age. 
This compared to 73 per cent 
in the West, 72 per cent in 
the South and only 52 per 
cent in the North Central 
region 


Of the over-all 69 per cent 
favoring lowering the voting 
age, 51 per cent gave as 
their reason that “ if a young 
man is old enough to fight 
for his country, he should be 
able to vote and determine 
who m a k e s the policies 
which he supports with his 
life.” 


High school students felt 
exceptionally strongly con­ 
cerning a role in policy de­ 
termination, with 56 per cent 
giving this reason for lower­ 
ing the voting age as com­ 
pared with 38 per cent in the 
college brackets. 


This group of youths also 
feels that they are more po­ 
litically aware of national 
and international a f f a i r s 
than 
the 
past 
generation. 
“ Students are aware today. 
We do not hide from the 
r e a l i t y of situations. We 
want to do something con­ 
structive to change them and 
voting seems to be most 
w i t h i n 
t h e established 
means.” stated a Michigan 
State sophomore. 
Political 
awareness 
was 
cited by 44 per cent of the 
college students as justifica­ 
tion for voting at 18, but only 
17 per cent of the high school 
students felt qualified on this 
score. 
Of the 31 per cent which 


opposed voting at 18, 16 per 
cent presented the opposite 
point of view They felt that 
18-year-olds were not politi­ 
cally aware, that they were 
not involved enough in gov­ 
ernment affairs and t h a t 
they basically lacked the po- 
1 i t i c a 1 understanding to 
make valid decisions. Girls 
in particular took this point 
of view— 21 per cent as com­ 
pared to 11 per cent of the 
men. 
Among those opposing low­ 
ering of the voting age, 60 
per cent gave as their reason 
the immaturity of teenagers. 
The high s c h o o l students 
themselves gave this as their 
reason for not wanting the 
voting age lowered, with 63 
per cent feeling they were 
either too immature, not re­ 
sponsible or too impression­ 
able to make the decision in 
voting. 


However, s o m e favored 
lowering of the voting age 
for just the opposite reason 
— 16 per cent f e l t that a 
youth of 18 is mature and 
a w a r e and should not be 
denied the expression of his 
political beliefs. 


Only 3 per cent of those 
in favor of lowering the vot­ 
ing age felt that it would 
activate youths politically. If 
someone had the interest, 
there would not be that much 
confidence after the age was 
lowered, they felt. 
As for the impact of a low­ 
er voting age on national 
politics, 20 per cent felt that 
it would be little or no ef­ 
fect on the elections 
But 
another 
20 
per 
cent 
dis­ 
agreed. seeing this as the 
opportunity 
for 
youths 
to 
have a voice in the govern­ 
ment, to work within the 
system and present them­ 
selves as responsible young 
adults. 
An effect on candidates 
was foreseen by 9 per cent. 
Would-be office h o l d e r s 
would have to appeal to a 
different age and 
interest 
group, which would neces­ 
sarily 
influence 
campaign 
tactics and. some believed, 
decrease effectiveness of po­ 
litical machines. 
A more liberal trend in 
government w a s suggested 
by 8 per cent as a likely con­ 
sequence of younger voters 
because of youth’s natural 
tendency toward liberal po­ 
litical opinions.

nearly one-third ol 
Bridgeport’s GE s t r i k e r s 
have returned to their shops. 
As g r e a t e r num bers ot 
strikers go b a c k. greater 
num bers of other strikers 
weaken. And weak strikers 
are organized labor's great­ 
est bane. 
Lou Santoianni, president 
of 
the 
local 
International 
Union of Electrical Workers 
i IUEW i, 
says 
flatly 
that 
keeping strike interest here 
is “ getting tough " He says 
hard line m em bers are of no 
worry, nor are the hundreds 
who have gotten tem porary 
inon-GE> work. But strike- 
familv funds have hit bottom 
(picket m archers get $25-$30* 
a-week aid, others get noth­ 
ing!, people are beginning to 
sign up for food stam p relief, 
several dozen union house­ 
holds have gone on city wel­ 
fare—and strike faith is not 
being kept. 
But the reasons for the 
local scab situation are not 
so much monetary as they 
are traditional. U n i o n i s t 
Santoianni says: " B r i d g e - 


port is not a strike town." 
The last m ajor GE walkout 
was 24 years ago—and even 
then half the employes re­ 
turned to their jobs after the 
tirst day away. 
“ You see, there has never 
been any real bitter feeling 
between workers and m an ­ 
agement here," explains GE 
staffer Charles Kenny. “ Be­ 
cause b o t h sides respect 
each other. 
They argue a 
lot—but good feeling seems 
to prevail." 
Even now. in the midst of 
agonizing separation, there 
are signs of mutual ad m ira­ 
tion. The company is con­ 
tinuing to pay life and health 
insurance prem ium s for its 
strikers. Many strikers con­ 
tinue to openly buy company 
products. 
And there hasn't 
been a serious incident of 
v i o l e n c e since the strike 
began. 
As a result, people like 
Bill Astram are allowed to 
return to their jobs in rela­ 
tive peace. 
Some catcalls. 
But little else. “ We don’t al­ 
low rough stuff," says IUEW 
head Santoianni. “ Though we 
may 
not 
like 
guys 
going 
back to work—we recognize 
someday we'll just have to 
forgive and forget." 
Unarguably. the 
Bridge­ 
port scabs are of some help 
to the com pany side of the 
strike debate. At least in the 
area of propaganda. 
And. 
p e r h a p s excessively. GE 
m anagem ent flaunts the re- 


turnees in such a way ("the 
people coming back may be 
saving the jobs of those stay­ 
ing aw ay") as to encourage 
the 
remaining 
strikers 
to 
rebel 
against 
their 
union 
leadership. 
But the scab statistics are 
not a c o m p l e t e plus for 
m anagem ent. And there is a 
possibility they m ay prove 
just the opposite. "In the 
past," e x p l a i n s one GE 
staffer, 
“ w h e n the local 
union showed signs of w eak­ 
ening, 
the 
national 
union 
sent in goons to beef things 
up. 
That could easily hap­ 
pen again. And it would be 
an awful thing if it did." 
Hope in Bridgeport, how­ 
ever. is that no such thing 
will happen. 
Rather, hope 
here, like hope everywhere 
GE 
employes 
are 
out, 
is 
that the bickering ca n ’t go 
on much longer, that suffer­ 
ing c a n ’t either, ‘ that the 
strike end is near. 


“ I hear something’s gonna 
break soon," says returnee 
Bill Astram. “ I hope so any­ 
way. As I say, I myself be­ 
lieve in organized labor. But 
all those guys on the line, 
they got families—kids and 
wives and bills to pay. 
I 
myself just wish the whole 
thing was over. Those guys 
on the pickets—they

call me a scab now, but they

think of the country, we think 
of fresh buttermilk, new mown 
hay, sheep in the meadows, 
cows in the corn and other 
salubrious stuff. 
Such things may be good for 
body and soul, but they aren’t 
very likely to draw a crowd. 
This 
latter 
point 
is 
well 
documented in the history of 
population trends in the coun­ 
try. 
What caused the big migra­ 
tion to the cities in the first 
place? Well, money, for one 
thing. Many of us old country 
boys pulled up states because 
we had trouble making a living 
out in the boondocks. 
But beyond that there was 
the lure of the bright lights— 
the expectation that an opportu­ 
nity 
to 
yield 
to 
temptation 
would arise. 


The next big population trend 
was the growth of the suburbs. 
Again the stimulus was partly 
econom ics. But the record will 
show that large scale migration 
to suburbia didn’t begin until 
the 
publication 
of 
“ Peyton 
Place.’’ 
This was the book that gave 
rise to the myth that a lot of 
hanky-panky was going on out 
there in the suburbs, which 
previously had been regarded 
a s ultra-respectable, dull as 
dishwater 
a n d 
stultifyingly 
square. 
A similar aura must now be 
created for rural America if 
the 
back - to - the - boondocks 
movement is to succeed. 
Perhaps the administration 
could commission Jacqueline 
Susann to write a novel titled 
“ Sex in the Silo.” Then Life 
magazine could 
publish 
a 
photographic 
expose of nude 
barn dances. 
If made to appear seamy and 
steamy, rural America would 
soon be teeming with would-be 
swingers. Just pass the word 
that if it’s kicks you’re looking 
for, the sticks are where it’sat.

Human vices 


During 1969, total criminal prosecutions in Santa Barbara 
County increased markedly over those in 1968, figures from 
the office of District Attorney 
David Minier disclose this 
week. 
Felony filings were up 15 per cent, misdemeanor filings, 
nine per cent, and drunk 
driving filings up 34 per cent. 
Felony narcotics prosecutions increased by 49 per cent, 
while other felony prosecutions increased 
less than three 
per cent. This statistic certainly points out clearly the rising 
problem of narcotic use in our County. 


Drunk 
driving filings were up 
76 per cent in the Santa 
Maria area, despite the bolstering of the office of the Califor­ 
nia Highway Patrol Lompoc - Buellton area, however, was 
worse with drunk driving filings up 84 per cent over the prev­ 
ious year. 
Thirty-five per cent of all felony complaints were for nar­ 
cotics, and 56 per cent of all misdemeanor prosecutions were 
for drunk driving and public intoxication. 
As usual, the majority of prosecutions were related to human 
vices. 


Bad examples 


Rather than subverting democracy in South America, the Cu­ 
ban Communist 
regime of Fidel Castro may be aiding it. 
This is true in the case of Venezuela, at least, where “the 
specter of the Castro government only 200 miles away should 
constrain the military in Veriezuela from plotting against the 
regime in power,” writes Rutgers University economist Rob­ 
ert Alexander. 
Particularly 
between 
1962 and 1967, 
he says, the left- 
democratic, reformist and constitutional governments of Ven­ 
ezuela became a prime target for Castro's proclaimed “ ex­ 
port of revolution.” He was joined in this aim by the Com-

munist party of Venezuela, 
which sought to overthrow the 
constitutional administrations by force. 
This resort to violence, abetted by Cuba, outraged the 
nationalist sentiments of Venezuelan military leaders and 
strengthened 
their support of the democratic 
regime. 
There had to exist, however, a democratic and constitutional 
regime they felt was stable to merit their support. 
If social and economic progress continues in Venezuela, 
thinks Alexander, “ it seems unlikely that the Communists 
will become a major 
factor in Venezuelan political life.” 
With not a little thanks to the continuing bad example of Cuba.

The Episcopal Church Board for Theo­ 
logical Education, forced to close six of 
its 11 seminaries, shouts the tragic cry 
of inflation versus education. Yet many 
of the same self - serving politicians 
who call for ever-bigger government 
spending, the chief cause of the infla­ 
tion, always sanctimoniously call for 
more and better education. 
The payoff for their mouthings maybe 
politically 
profita­ 
ble, but it is an edu­ 
cational 
disaster. 
And in no area is this 
disaster more dam­ 
aging than in the case 
of seminaries — un­ 
less we intend to live 
by bread alone. For 
seminaries, 
w i t h 
their religious edu- 
and women, are the 
indispensable root source of our pub­ 
lic’s spiritual guidance. 
Rev. Almus M. Thorp Sr., the board’s 
executive director, states that its semin­ 
ary costs have doubled in the past 10 
years. The cost of a seminary student 
is now $6,000 annually and, at the pres­ 
ent rate of inflation, “ will go over $10,- 
000 a year in just five years.” 
An Episcopal priest’s average cash 
salary today, after all his long years of 
training and dedication, is only $6,500 
a year. By any conceivable comparison, 
the real forgotten man is the man of 
God. Yet Mr.Thorp says that deserved 
increases in seminary faculty salaries, 
like theirs, may have to be indefinitely 
postponed. Moreover, it is apparent 
that the inflation prohibits the fashion­ 
ing of the creative new forms of sem­ 
inary education required by the America 
of the ’70s. And all this is superim­ 
posed on the problem of decreasing a 
seinary enrollments. 
The situation brings the Episcopal 
Church into line with the Roman Catho­ 
lic Church’s seminary malaise and that 
of every other denomination in our coun- 
try at both the seminary level and the 
school - supporting level. For the cost of 
everything is boosted by the inflation, 
but nothing like the cost of education. 
Educational costs are actually ris­ 
ing five times as fast as the cost of 
living. 
Indiana 
University 
President 
Elvis J. Stahr has pointed out that while 
the cost of living has risen about 20 
per cent in the past decade, student charg­ 
es, nationwide, primarily for tuition, 
have risen around 100 per cent. 
In this inflationary period, seminary, 
university and college budgets have in­ 
creased at an average rate of 10 per 
cent a year. During the next 10 years, 
in line with costs, tuitions are expected 
to double to above $4,000 a year. Mean­ 
while, the average tuition covers only 
about one-third of what it costs a col­ 
lege to educate a student. 
Nor is this all. If you have a baby 
in your family, that child will be ready 
for its higher education in 1987. By 
then, at the rate of increase, it will 
cost parents an estimated $25,000 to 
send that child through a four-year col­ 
lege course. 
During a trip to California I found 
that in the past 10 years the enrollment 
in California state colleges has increased 
397 per cent and operating costs and cap­ 
ital expenditures both are up 260 per 
cent. Actually, the budgets for schools 
alone in California and New York State 
are about half as big as FDR’s biggest 
Federal spending budget before World 
Ar II. Just seven Washington, D.C., 
suburbs alone will spend more ($447 
million) this fiscal year, chiefly for 
schools, than the State Department bud­ 
get, worldwide, for the same period. 
Yet nowhere can our educational system 
catch up with the inflation. 
The sanctimonious - sounding politi­ 
cians with their flowery rhetoric and 


public posturing, always mouthing about 
education, education, omit another cruel 
reality. The billions on billions they 
talk about for new school construction 
sound high and are high. This expendi­ 
ture has more than doubled in the past 
decade. But new school construction has 
lost out completely to the inflation. 
Astoundingly, we are building no more 
school space 
than 10 years ago. Land 
costs, construction costs, etc., in the 
spiraling inflation have washed out the 
added billions. 
The only way to whip the educational 
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problem is to whip the inflation. Please 
remember that the next time you hear 
some windbag supporter of unlimited gov­ 
ernment spending sound off sanctimoni­ 
ously about more and better education for 
everyone. 


Our country is in a balancing act be­ 
tween those who do more harm than 
good and those who do more good than 
harm. And they’re doing the American 
people no good at ail.

Stones against tanks 


John Demeter, operator of a beauty 
salaon in Lompoc Shopping Center has 
crammed more living into his 30 years 
than most young men of that age. 
Demeter was born as Janos Demeter 
in Budapest, Hung­ 
ary. But the date that 
stands out most viv­ 
idly in his mind is 
that of Oct. 23, 1956. 
That was the date 
of the Hungarian up­ 
rising. Demeter was 
a young high school 
student with visions 
of going to college 
and making some­ 
thing of himself. 
Then everything got turned around. 
Demeter recalls the unrest that led 
to the invasion by Russia. He recalls 
that fateful day when thousands of young 
Hungarians converged on the city’s key 
radio station for a peaceful demonstra­ 
tion. They were to recite their demands 
for reform, but it didn’t go far. 
Hungarian police opened fire wounding 
or killing scores of the demonstrators. 
The reaction was swift. Young Hungarian 
activists broke into an armory and stole 
weapons. 
On Oct. 23 the protest raged into a 
fullscale revolt against the tanks and 
overwhelming fire power of the Soviet 
forces. 
Demeter recalls all this with anger, 
but the years have dimmed the pain. 
Twenty - seven days later Demeter, 
accompanied by his brother escaped 
across the border into Austria and 
freedom. He and his brother carried 
brief cases crammed with bread, bacon, 
sugar and bottles of brandy. They trav­ 
eled by night keeping to the fields to 
avoid border guards. 
One night a Russian tank almost ran 
over them as they hid in heavy grass. 
Demeter was sure it was the end, but 
miraculously the tank veered just before 
it reached their position 
Hordes of refugees were trying to get 
away across the borders. Demeter re­ 
calls carrying a small girl on his back 
for “ miles and miles.” Then Ironically, 
it was the father of the girl whose fright 
led to their capture. Demeter recalls 
standing in line as they awaited pro­ 
cessing, and then finally slipping away 
in the dark to safety. 
Eventually he made his way to Amer­ 
ica, served two years in the Army. 
Finally he got to Pasadena where he met 
his wife, Sonja. They have two children, 
one three years old and the other a 
tot of 20 months. 
The present Hungarian government 
has granted amnesty to participants in the 
uprising, in order to persuade refugees 
to return, but Demeter says some of the 
returnees have been imprisoned. 
Times have changed, though. One of 
Demeter’s cousins a general who led 


the revolt in the early days has now 
become a hero of the Soviet - controlled 
government. The Soviets have taken the 
general’s casket from the obscure grave 
where it was buried during the re­ 
volt, and have reburied it in a position 
of honor. 
Dcmeter brushes off the tag “ Freedom 
Fighter” — “ It’s better to be not so 
political when you have relatives still 
living in Hungary.” Demeter returned 
to Hungary three years ago for a visit. 
He was allowed to come and go because 
the authorities had no specific knowl­ 
edge of his part in the uprising. That’s 
the way Demeter likes it. He says he 
could never return to Hungary perman­ 
ently. 
Demeter began to study hairdressing 
in Hungary and returned to the field In 
this country. Before coming to Lompoc he 
worked for J.W. Robinson Co., in Los 
Angeles. 
Demeter is presently renovating his 
beauty salon and plans to expand his 
merchandising of beauty aids and hair 
pieces.
